Site Hums With Activity 
As All Agencies Unite To 
Prepare For Opening 


The preparations for the fourth 
annual County Fair, opening Friday | 
and continuing through Sunday, | 
swung into high gear Wednesday | 
noon as the erection of the princi- 
pal exhibit tents was completed 
at the fair grounds. 

“All tents are up except the min- 
ing and lumbering tent and that 
will be ready before evening,” said 
Manager Thomas T. Chard. . j 

“Installation of exhibits began 
early this afternoon and those who 
have exhibits to set up may work 
tonight as late as they wish, and 
tomorrow and tomorrow night.” 

The fair management again call- 
ed attention to the fact that entry 
blanks for exhibits in the fair must 
be filed not later than Thursday | 
evening at six o’clock, and all ex- 
hibits entered in competition for 
premiums in the fair positively must 
be in place when the fair opens at! 
ten o’clock Friday morning. 

“This is a state regulation,” Man- 
ager Chard said. “We must abide 
by the rule for we have no authority 
to amend it and any exhibits which 
are set up after the fair is opened 
simply can not be considered as com- 
petitive.” 

With preparations for the exhibit 
features of the fair moving ahead 
with clock-work precision, Manager

County Shares 
Vehicle Fees 


5,286 Registrations 
Yield $7,275.46 For 
Six Months Of Year 


The total fee paid registration of 
motor vehicles in the county in the 
six months ending June 30th num- 
bered 5,286 which entitles the coun- 
ty to $7,275.46 as its share in the 
motor vehicle registration fee and 
license fee apportionment, it was 
announced Wednesday at Sacra- 
mento by James M. Carter, director 
of motor vehicles. 

A total of $12,987,601.74 has been 
collected by the department of Mo- 
tor Vehicles for the two funds, with 
counties receiving $3,761,513.67 from 
the registration fees and cities and 
counties together $863,980.62 from 
the vehicle license fees. The vehicle 
license fee is a quarterly apportion- 
ment, while the registration figures 
cover the period from January 1 to 
June 30. 

The general fund received $215,- 
995.15, or 20 per cent of the ve- 
hicle license fee, the other 80 per 
cent going to the cities and counties 
after deductions for administration 
and employees retirement fund. The 
Division of Highways of the De- 
partment of Public Works receiv- 
ed 50 per cent of the total regis- 
tration fee after deduction for ad- 
ministrative purposes, or $3,761,- 
513.67, with a like amount going to 
the counties. 

An increase of 133,201 motor ve- 
hicles brought an increase of $950,- 
831.25 in registration fees, according 
to Carter, with all sections of the 
state benefitting. Apportionment of 
registration fees is based on num- 
mer of vehicles in each county.

Registration Opens On 
Wednesday Of Next Week; 
One Change In Faculty 


The registration of pupils at the 
county high school will open Wed- 
nesday, August 28, and continue 
through the following Thursday and 
Friday, from nine o’clock in the 
morning until four o’clock in the 
afternoon in preparation for begin- 
ning the school year on Tuesday, 
September 3. 


For the convenience of pupils who 
may be employed, and who may 
wish to continue in their work un- 
til the close of the pre-school week, 
there will be a special registration 
period on Thursday evening, Aug- 
ust 29th, from seven o’clock until 
nine o'clock.

‘Guilt Admitted 


Law Enforcement Case 
Follows 50-Acre Blaze 
In Jones Hill District 


James Menz, 40, of Georgetown, 
has pleaded guilty to charges of 
setting the recent fire in the Jones 
Hill district. which burned over 
about fifty acres, it was revealed 
Wednesday morning by Ranger 
Frank McCaslin, of Georgetown dis- 
trict, who was a caller in the 
county seat. 

McCaslin revealed that Menz ad- 
mitted his guilt in the Justice's 
Court at Georgetown and that a 
sentence of ninety days was im- 
posed and was suspended on con- 
dition that Menz leave the county 
and remain out of the county for 
one year. 

Menz was taken into custody by 
Forest Service officers who found in 
the investigation launched after the 
fire was controlled that suspicions 
pointed toward him. 

Ranger McCaslin said that the 
evidence showed that Menz had ap- 
parently been drinking and that 
he had built a fire in an abandon- 
ed cabin in which the fireplace had 
tumbled in, and that the forest fire 
started from this cause. 

One other law enforcement case 
on the Georgetown district also was 
reported. The defendant was John 
Koine, .of Kelsey, who was fined 
$5 in Justice Court when a fire he 
had lighted became more of a fire 
than he could control.

NEW SLASH IN 
POWER RATE 


; Record Reduction Will 
| Become Effective In 
| October, Says Commission 


Reductions in the gas and electric 
rates of Pacific Gas and Electric 
; Company totalling $5,000,000 a year 


i were announced by Commissioner 
|Ray C. Wakefield of the California 
Railroad Commission. 

The new lower rates will become 
effective during October. The sav- 
,ings to 


electric customers of the 
‘company throughout its entire sys- 
tem in northern California will be 
; approximately $2,000,000 and to the 
gas customers of $3,000,000. 

Most of the reductions will apply 
to domestic and commercial custom- 
| ers. Suggestions which were given 
the Commission by representatives 
‘of cities during the ten regional 
conferences held last month, will 
have consideration in the applica- 
tion of the new schedule of rates. 
Engineers of the Commission and 
of the company are now making 
studies to determine the exact new 
rates. 

“This is the largest single reduc- 
tion ever made by the California 
Railroad Commission on any util- 
ity’s rates in the 28-year life of the 
Railroad Commission,” said Wake- 
field. 

“The reduction is made possible 
largely through increased earnings 
brought about by greater customer 
use during the last year. The Com- 
mission’s policy of continuous in- 
vestigation brings the increased 
earnings promptly to the Commis- 
sion’s attention. This reduction fol- 
lows downward adjustments in util- 
ity rates made annually for the 
last five years. 

“Tax payments made by Pacific 
Gas and Electric Company to the 
federal, state and local govern- 
ments is the largest single item of 
expense to the company, even ex- 
ceeding labor costs. Both items have 
been substantially increased within 
the last six months. During the pro- 
gress of this study a revision of the 
federal income tax statute has in- 
|creased the requirements of Pacific 
Gas and Electric Company, by $1,- 
000,000. Further tax increases are 
imminent. The Commission has de- 
| termined the present reductions of 
= is just and reasonable. It 


will continue this study of the com- 
pany’s operations during the next 
six monthss and at the end of that 
period will review the effect upon 
the company’s earnings of the re- 
ductions now made. Consideration 
will then be given to the question 
whether or not further reductions 
can be effected under the condi- 
tions then prevailing.” 

Last year the Commission effected 
1a reduction of $3,200,000 in the 
| rates of this company; $2,000,000 in 

1938; $3,100,000 in 1937 and $3,900,- 
000 in 1936.

Defenses Are Bolstered 
Against Expected New 
Air Blitzkrieg Attempt 


LONDON, (lP—German air raid- 
ers blasted away at Midland and 
| southeast British targets today in 
a series of hit and run raids which 
\late afternoon estimates indicated 
cost them at least eight planes. 

There was little large scale Ger- 
man activity over Britain but al- 
most continuous sniping by raid- 
ers coming over by ones, twos and 
threes and hitting at scattered tar- 
gets. The press association esti- 
mated German losses at eight planes 
up to 5 p. m.

Great Britain today bolstered her 
defenses against a German aerial 
assault in which it was expected 
| Adclf Hitler will use the full power 
| of the Reich air armada. 


| Relaxation of mass air attacks on 

Britain was interpreted in London 
as the lull before the storm. 

A hint that the storm may not 
be long delayed was seen in news 
from Vichy, France, that Germans 
| again have sealed the border be- 
‘tween occupied and unoccupied 
France against any travel, whether 
| by rail, motor or foot. 

Every effort was being made by 
the British to harrass German pre- 
parations for the big attack. All 
German radio stations went silent 
j}at 11 o'clock last night and even 
\the wireless service of the official 
German news agency was suspend- 
ed. This was taken to indicate that 
llong-range British bombers were 
again striking deep into Germany. 

Berlin gave the day’s air score at 
'14 British planes downed and three 
; German planes lost. 

British figures claimed that 710 
German planes had been downed 
since August 8 with a loss of at 
least 1500 trained German airmen, 
earanared with 192 British planes 
downed with fewer than 300 air- 
| mer missing.

State Government To Pay 
Company $6,392,000 
For Two Structures 


VALLEJO, (iP—The state’s offer 
to purchase the Carquinez and An- 
tioch toll bridges and the Martinez- 
Benecia ferry from the American 
Toll Bridge Company was accepted 
today by directors of the firm. 

It will not be necessary to: get 
approval from the stockholders, said 
Will F. Morrish, president of the 
board of directors. A written accept- - 
ance will be sent immediately to 
State Director of Public Works F. 
W. Clark. 

Morrish said formal transfer of 
the bridges and ferry probably will 
be made Sept. 16. 

Clark in June proposed state pur- 
chase of the bridges and ferry for 
$6,830,000 but the amount was later 
slashed $438,000 at the request of 
state officials, He contended state 
acquisition of the properties would 
reduce tolls from 45 cents a car and 
five cents a passenger to a flat 25 
or 30 cent rate.
